Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1954, 
dealing  with  the  health  and  the  Health  Services  of  the  Area, 
together  with  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  health  of  the  District  has  been  very  satisfactory  and  the 
incidence  of  infectious  diseases  has  been  abnormally  low. 

A study  of  the  vital  statistics  reveals  this  very  satisfactory 
state . 

Once  again  it  can  be  recorded  that  no  case  of  diphtheria  was 
notified  in  the  District.  This  is  a very  fine  tribute  to  the  work 
of  my  predecessor,  Dr.  Watson,  and  the  active  work  of  the  General 
Practitioners  in  maintaining  a very  high  state  of  active  preventive 
measures  in  the  District.  The  country  is  now  benefitting  from 
this  work  which  was  first  started  on  a large  scale  during  the  early 
days  of  the  last  war. 

Whilst  this  is  a cause  of  satisfaction,  an  active  campaign  to 
maintain  and  improve  the  present  standard  must  be  carried  out. 

There  are  signs  that  the  coming  generation,  with  no  knowledge  of 
this  virulent  disease  with  its  very  grave  and  disabling  complications, 
may  regard  it  as  something  belonging  to  the  past.  However,  the 
Local  Health  -authority  have  for  some  time  been  considering  measures 
to  combat  whooping  cough  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  Report 
have  started  a scheme  whereby  a combined  immunising  material  against 
diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  is  being  used  for  this  purpose. 

This  is  a very  great  advantage,  in  my  opinion,  for  the  general 
public  are  very  conscious  of  the  very  serious  condition  of  whooping 
cough  and  they  readily  agree  to  the  use  of  a combined  immunising 
material . 


Whooping  cough  still  remains  the  most  serious  of  the  commoner 
infectious  diseases  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  use  of  an  immunising 
vaccine  will  reduce  the  incidence  of  this  disease. 

Whilst  on  the  subject  of  notifiable  diseases,  it  will  be  noted 
that  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  remains  approximately  the  same. 

On  the  other  hand  the  death  rate  for  this  condition  tends  to  fall. 

This  does  not  mean  that  there  is  any  room  for  complacency  for  although 
less  cases  are  dying  there  are  still  a large  number  of  new  cases  being 
reported  and  there  will  tend  to  be  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
infectious  cases  in  the  community.  However,  with  modern  treatments 
it  has  been  possible  to  reduce  the  period  of  stay  in  sanatoria,  and 
it  becomes  the  task  of  the  community  to  see  that  their  general  living 
conditions  are  of  the  best,  and  one  of  these  and  of  the  greatest 
importance  is  good  housing. 
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Finally,  I would  like  to  express  my  apologies  for  the  lateness 
of  this  report,  hut  as  I only  commenced  my  duties  in  July,  it  has 
meant  quite  considerable  delving  in  records  to  compile  this 
document.  I would  like  to  express  my  very  sincere  thanks  for  all 
the  help  that  I have  received  from  all  Members  of  the  Council  and 
the  staff  and  in  particular  those  of  the  Health  Department. 

In  conclusion  may  I express  my  sincere  hopes  that  my  predecessor, 
Dr.  ¥.  B.  Watson,  will  have  a happy  and  long  retirement  and  wit> 
improved  health.  His  name  will  long  be  remembered  in  Bingham  as 
one  who  has  improved  the  health  of  the  District,  partly  at  the 
expense  of  his  own.

Population. 
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The  population  figure  estimated  "by  the  Registrar-General  for 
the  Bingham  Rural  District  for  mid-1955  shows  a slight  increase 
over  that  for  the  previous  year.  This  is  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  and  a fall  in 
the  number  of  births. 

Births . 

The  number  of  births  was  314  compared  with  330  for  1953. 

This  gives  rise  to  a birth  rate  of  15*6,  whereas  the  figure  for 
1953  was  16*5.  The  figure  for  the  District  is  comparable  with 
that  for  the  country. 

Deaths . 

The  number  of  deaths  during  1954  was  302  compared  with  293 
for  the  previous  year.  This  gives  rise  to  a slight  increase 
in  the  death  rate  from  12*0  to '1 2*6  per  1,000  population.  It 
will  be  noted  that  the  death  rate  for  the  District  is  somewhat 
higher  than  that  for  the  rest  of  the ‘ country  and  that  this  rate 
has  been  high  for  the  last  two  years.  This, is  undoubtedly  due 
to  the  fact,  as  stated  in  last  year’s  annual  report,  that  patients 
dying  in  Saxondale  Hospital  are  allocated  to  the  District  although 
a very  great  proportion  have  been  admitted  from  outside  the 
District.  This  is  because  they  are  cases  of  long  standing  and 
the  Hospital  has  been  recognised ‘as  their  permanent  home.  This 
has  had  a deleterious  effect  upon  the  death  rate. 

However,  there  is  still  an  increase  of  births  over  deaths, 
viz.  12, although  this  is  lower  than  that  of  1953  when  it  was  37* 

The  actual  increase  in  population  is,  however,  5n* 

Infantile  Mortality  Rate. 

Again  the  infantile  mortality  rate  is  slightly  higher  than  that 
for  1953*  The  figure  for  the  year  is  31 • 5 where s that  for  1953 
was  30*0.  The  figure  for  the  whole  country  for  1954  was  a new  low 
record  being  25*2.  The  number  of  infantile  deaths  during  the  year 
was  10  being  the  same  as  that  for  1953 1 "but  with  the  drop  in  the 
number  of  births  during  1954  an  increase  in  the'  rate  has  resulted. 

It  will  be  realised  that  with  a fairly  small  number  of  births,  the 
rate  is  liable  to  fluctuate  considerably  since  the  rate  is 
calculated  per  1,000  births.  The  rate  is  somewhat  higher  than 
that  for  the  whole  country  and  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  this 
rate  has  been  used  as  a measure  of  the  success  of  the  Health  services 
of  a District.  A table  of  these  deaths  is  recorded  below  of  these

Of  the  above  cases  only  one,  the  female  case  of  broncho- 
pneumonia, was  over  the  age  of  one  month  and  of  the  remainder,  all 
were  under  the  age  of  one  week. 
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Three  cases  lived  under  6 hours.  Thus  it  will  he  seen  that  there 
is  very  little  hope  of  any  preventive  means  of  avoiding  these 
deaths,  particularly  with  our  present  knowledge  of  these  conditions. 
Of  these  deaths-,  all  occurred  in  hospital  except  two,  one  of  which 
was  in  the  female  hahy  aged  4 months  who  died  of  broncho-pneumonia . 

Maternal  Mortality. 

It  will  he  noted  that  there  were  no  deaths  due  to  maternal 
causes.  This  is  a very  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  when  it  is 
compared  with  conditions  prevailing  some  years  ago.  This  is 
undoubtedly  due  to  the  increase  in  knowledge,  modern  techniques 
and  the  excellent  facilities  available  for  ante-natal  care  provided 
by  the  general  practitioner  service  and  the  Local  Health  Authority.

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It  will  be  observed  from  this  table  that  heart  and  circulatory 
diseases  are  the  commonest  forms  of  death,  followed  by  cancer  and 
respiratory  disease.  It  will  be  noticed  that  there  are  four 
deaths  credited  to  congenital  malformations  whilst  under  the 
infantile  mortality  figures  there  is  only  one  case  recorded. 

The  two  cases  recorded  as  atelectasis  and  the  one  as  birth  injuries 
were,  in  all  probability,  the  other  cases  summarised  by  the 
Registrar-General  as  congenital  malformations. 


Notifiable  Diseases. 

The  health  of  the  District  has  been  very  satisfactory  during 
the  year  particularly  in  respect  of  infectious  diseases.  The 
table  below  gives  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  in  the 
District,  together  with  the  numbers  of  cases  in  the  previous  year. 
The  table  also  shows  the  incidence  rate  per  1,000  population, 
compared  with  that  for  the  country  as  a whole.

There  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
during  the  year,  but  all  the  cases  were  sporadic  over  the  district, 
and  did  not  give  rise  to  any  concern. 


Whooping  Cough. 

The  figures  for  the  incidence  of  this  condition  were  very 
similar  to  those  for  the  previous  year.  This  disease  is  still 
the  most  serious  of  the  commoner  infectious  diseases  and  it  is 
hoped  that  a satisfactory  immunising  material  will  soon  be  evolved 
to  reduce  the  incidence  of  this  condition  to  a negligible  amouht. 


Diphtheria. 


This  disease  has  been  included  in  the  table  to  stress  the 
great  success  that  has  attended  the  preventive  measures  to 
control  this  very  serious  fever.  The  last  case  to  be  reported 
in  the  Bingham  Rural  District  occurred  in  1949.  This  is  a very 
striking  testimony  to  the  value  of  the  immunisation  scheme  and 
the  energetic  way  in  which  it  has  been  pursued  in  the  past. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  cost  of  the  scheme  is  very 
small  and  when  the  cost  of  treating  a case,  probably  for  some 
weeks  in  hospital,  is  considered  it  will  be  realised  that  the 
saving  to  the  country  is  very  substantial. 
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Measles . 

The  number  of  cases  of  measles  occurring  was  very  small, 
particularly  when  compared  with  numbers  in  the  country  generally. 
This  has  naturally  given  rise  to  a very  small  case  rate  for  the 
District.  This  discrepancy  probably  arises  from  the  fact  that 
the  usual  biennial  epidemic  occurred  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  in  the  rest  of  the  country  and  the  outbreak  was  late  in 
reaching  the  District.  This  has  proved  correct  as  the  numbers 
of  cases  occurring  in  the  first  half  of  1955  shows. 

Other  Infectious  Diseases. 


No  cases  of  the  other  serious  infectious  diseases  were 
reported  during  the  year.  Such  diseases  are  typhoid  and 
paratyphoid  fevers,  meningitis,  smallpox,  food  poisoning,  etc. 

Tuberculosis . 

The  above  table  shows  that  12  new  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year,  together  with  3 
cases  of  non-respira tory  type  of  the  disease.  However,  25 
cases  were  added  to  the  register,  some  of  these  cases  being 
patients  who  have  come  to  live  in  the  District.  This  is  a 
considerable  rise  in  the  number  of  cases  added  to  the  register 
since  there  were  only  12  additions  to  the  register  in  1953* 

Of  the  cases  added  to  the  register  one  was  the  patient 
recorded  as  a death  from  non- pul mo nary  tuberculosis.  This  had 
not  been  notified  to  the  department.  This  was  the  only  death 
from  tuberculosis  and  this  gives  rise  to  a low  rate  for  deaths 
from  this  condition.  One  other  case  was  reported  having  died 
of  another  cause  but  at  post-mortem  was  discovered  to  be 
suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  This  case  had  never 
been  notified  and  did  not  appear  on  the  register.

This  table  shows  rather  a different  pattern  to  the  returns 
of  previous  years,  for  it  demonstrates  the  number  of  children 
who  have  received  a full  course  of  protection  during  the  last 
five  years. 

The  immunisation  state  remains  satisfactory  and  every  effort 
is  made  by  the  General  Practitioners  and  all  Health  workers  in 
the  District  to  obtain  the  full  protection  of  all  children 
before  they  reach  the  age  of  one  year.  The  Ministry’s  target  is 
for  75$  of  all  babies  to  be  protected  before  they  reach,  their 
first  birthday.  It  has  been  estimated  that  for  the  first  half 
of  1954  the  number  of  children  immunised  throughout  the  whole 
country  under  the  age  of  one  year  is  only  35*75$*  I am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  figures  for  the  West  Bridgford'  Urban  District 
are  much  better  than  this,  but  every  effort  will  be  made  to 
ensure  the  maximum  possible  results. 
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Home  Help  Service; 

The  Local  Health  Authority  provide  a home  help  service  and 
assistance  can  he  obtained  for  necessitous  cases  on  request  from 
the  County  Medical  Officer.  The  service  covers  the  following 
types  of  cases 

(1)  Maternity  cases. 

(2)  Mothers  of  young  children  when  requested  by  a Medical 
Practitioner , 

(3)  Cases  of  illness  when  no  other  help  is  available. 

(If)  The  aged  and  infirm. 

No  nursing  attention  can  be  given,  as  this  is  not  the  duty 
of  the  service. 

The  cost  of  a whole  time  home  help  for  a full  Jf2  hour  week 
may  be  considerable  to  the  home,  but  it  is  considered  by  the 
authority  and  part  or  the  whole  may  be  remitted  in  necessitous 
cases . 

The  value  of  this  service  is  very  great  to  the  community 
and  leads  to  a very  considerable  saving  in  hospital  beds,  etc.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  comes  within  the  region  of 
supply  by  the  Nottingham  Corporation  Water  Department.  This 
supply  shows  no  plumbo-solvency.  At  the  time  of  writing  this 
report  it  would  appear  that  within  the  not  too  distant  future 
an  adequate  supply  of  water  should  be  available  to  the  whole 
of  the  District.  Owing  to  the  very  dry  year,  i.c.  1955?  the 
supply  of  water  has  become  very  difficult,  especially  for 
cattle  drinking  supplies.  This  is  likely  to  be  very  difficult 
in  the  near  future  when  the  whole  of  the  District  becomes  a 
Designated  area  for  the  purpose  of  milk  supplies. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  drainage  and  sewerage  problems  are  of  very  great 
importance  in  the  District.  There  has  been  a certain  amount 
of  extensions  to  new  properties  in  the  area.  With  the 
increasing  numbers  of  houses  being  supplied  with  a permanent 
piped  water  supply,  this  problem  will  become  more  acute. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  there  are  schemes  for  the 
construction  of  new  sewerage  works  and  these  are  rapidly 
becoming  of  a very  great  priority  and  i t is  to  be  hoped  that 
economy  drives  will  not  delay  these  projects  any  longer. 

It  should  be  stressed  that  these  are  schemes  to  supply  works 
where  none  have  existed  in  the  past. 


public  Cleansing, 


The  removal  of  household  refuse  is  carried  out  hy  the 
Department  and  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector.  Disposal  is  hy  controlled  tipping.  Every  effort 
is  made  to  recover  all  salvagahle  materials. 
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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  this  report  for 
inclusion  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  year  1954- 

The  decontrol  of  meat  and  livestock  took  place  on  the  2nd 
July  195^  and  with  the  commencement  of  slaughtering  in  local 
slaughterhouses,  the  duty  of  meat  inspection  once  again  became 
the  responsibility  of  your  Council's  Inspectors. 

The  Housing  Rent  and  Repairs  Act  came  into  operation 
during  the  year  and  whilst  numerous  queries  were  dealt  with, 
no  applications  were  received  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair, 
and  very  few  Landlords  have  made  use  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  relating  to  rent  increases. 

The  Caravan  Site  continues  to  cater  for  an  urgent  need 
and  the  number  of  applications  for  plots  grows  weekly.  Your 
Council  being  the  only  Authority  who  had  the  foresight  to 
establish  a residential  site,  all  enquiries  are  directed  to  the 
Office  and  it  is  regretted  that  all  applicants  cannot  be  sited. 

Of  all  the  services  provided  by  your  Authority,  the  one 
which  is  probably  most  appreciated  is  that  of  water  carting. 

Public  Cleansing  in  your  Council's  area  includes  the 
collection,  removal  and  disposal  of  house  refuse,  pail  closets 
and  the  salvage  of  waste  materials.  As  your  district  develops, 
so  the  cleansing  services  increase  and  take  up  an  ever 
increasing  amount  of  time,  particularly  on  the  new  housing 
estates,  where  greater  distances  have  to  be  traversed  to 
service  each  individual  house. 

Unfortunately,  Dr.  Watson  was  taken  ill  and  therefore  was 
unable  to  hear  the  glad  tidings  of  the  long  awaited  progress  in 
the  extension  of  water  supplies  and  sewerage  schemes. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  public  Health  Committee  for  their  active 
interest  and  support,  and  to  all  officials  of  the  Council  for 
their  ready  help  and  full  co-operation  at  all  times.
